July 14, 1777, Congress passed the following
resolution : ’
Resolved, That the flag of the thirteen United
States be thirteen stripes, alternately red and
white, that the union be thirteen stars, in a blue
field, representing a new cqnstitution.
This wns the origin of the national flag of
the United States—the glorious “Stars and
Stripea”—which have proudly waved since that
day over many of the grealest victories o
modern times; that stirs the blood of e
true hearted citizen whenever or wherever he
beholds it floating on the breeze—that waves in
every part of the world, and that is everywhere
res d, on sea and on shore,
‘he above resolution was made public Sep-
tember 2, 1777.  According to Colonel Trum-
bull, the flag made in pursuance of it was first
used at the surrender of Burgoyne, October 15,
of the same year. This was a glorious begin-
ning, truly, for this was one of the most impor-
tant victories of the American arms during the
M&ntéon.

The flag planted on the National Palace in
the city of Mexico had thirty stars in the union.
